Express RavaoM Tax. 
Judge Tuley, of Chicago has de* 

cided a suit ap^ainst the express 
companies which was brought to 
determine whether tbey or the 
shipptT should p;i\ the revenue fax 
OD express bills of lading. The 
Judge holds that it it obligatory on 
the express conipaiiios to supply a 
bill of lading for each shipment 
and that such bill of ladiofr is in- 
coniplc tr ami illcf^al unless it bears 
the requited revenue stamp. The 
court held that it wss not within 
the doin.iin of tht» shipper to issue 
the bill and that the law expressly 
provides tbst the person issuing 
the receipt shall affix the stsmp.

It IS known to only a few that 
the Earlington postoffice came so 
close to entering the Presidental 
class the last year. About (40 
more added to the receipts of the 
year ending with the past quar 
ter would have resulted in the 
transfer of this efface into the pres 
idental class with all the advant- 
ages that would accrue to the poat 
master and the town. The lowest 
salary paid to a postmaster in that 
class is ft, 000 and an allowance is 
also made for a clerk's hire at I40 
per annum. Besides this the Gov- 
ernment pays house rent for the 
office occupied. In the fourth class 
postofHce the salary is less, and 
there is now allowance for . clerk 
hire or rent. It is easy therefore 
to sec how important it is that all 
letter mail abonid be cancelled by 
the postmaster so that it may go to 
the credit ol the office. A rule was 
recently promulgated by the poat- 

ofhce department authorixiiig post- 
masters to cancel stamps on letters 
handed in to the mail car at their 
stations and to take credit therefor, 
liut for some reason this rule bas 
been revoked and the postmaater 
now as before suffers the loss of 
revenue entailed by the mailing of 
letters on the train iaatead of 
through his oflice. 

While the rule above referred to 
was in force our poatmaater kept 
account by months of the stamps 
cancelled by bim at the train and 
tne record ahoars veryconcluaively 

that if he could get these collect- 
ions for the twelve months the 
Earlington office wouM go into the 
presidental class with a whoop. 
Nobody bas any personal reason 
or deaire to cartail our poatmaaters 
revenue, fiut on the contrary, all 
wish it might be as great as possi- 
ble. And, moreover, our local 
pri'le and interest in the town's 
welfare is sufficient aside from all 
other reaaons to induce aa to do 
all wc can to help advance the 
Earlington postoffice to the presi- 
dental claas. Let ua all make it a 
point to take our letters to the 
postoffict^— the postmaster will ac- 
cept and mail them right up to the 
time for the train's arrival - or 
hand them to him on his way to 
the mail car, instead of oaraelvea 
putting them in the car.
